Saturday afternoon a fire accidentally 


caught in the undergrowth and dead 
limbs of trees lying around near the 
Chinese camp at Mayberry's, in the 
mountains, and despite the earnest work 
of the entire force—between 400 and 
500 men—it was not subdued until Sun- 
day evening after the wind went down. 
The lower mill, valued at $4,000, and a 
few hundred feet of a feeder flume, be- 
longing to the P. W. L. & F. Co., and 
15 or 20 cords of Anderson's wood, were 
destroyed. The rest of the fire was in 
the undergrowth and dead wood. For 
a long time the main piles of wood were 
threatened and it was only by theliberal 
uso of water and lots of hard work tha 
it was kept from doing greater damage. 
The scene presented from here was a 
grimd one. 


The latest advices from Mayberry's 


is that about a mile of the feeder flume 
was destroyed. One gentleman from 
there says 300 or 400 cords of wood was 
destroyed, while another says only a 
few cords were lost. The machinery 
had been taken out of the mill some 
time before, so the loss is not as serious 
»s it might have been.
